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PORTRAITS  IN  CHRIST  CHURCH 

1  LADY  ELIZABETH  MONTACUTE 

Daughter  of  Sir  Peter  de  Montfort  of  Beldefert  Castle,  Warwick- 
shire ;  married,  1st,  William,  Baron  Montacute,  and  2nd, 
Thomas,  Lord  Furnival ;  founded  a  Chantry  with  part  of  Christ 
Church  meadow  for  an  endowment ;  d.  1353. 

Whole  length  figure,  lying  on  her  back  ;  deep  hood  with  a  broad 
embroidered  and  perhaps  furred  edge  over  lace  cap  ;  square  cut 
red  brocade  mantle  over  close  fitting  gown  reaching  to  her  feet ; 
the  sleeves  show  a  pattern  of  roses  and  fleurs-de-lis ;  plain  shoes ; 
large  jewel  clasping  her  mantle  on  her  breast ;  her  hands  joined 
in  prayer ;  two  angels  support  her  head,  her  feet  rest  against 
a  dog.    Marble  with  traces  of  paint.

2  SIR  GEORGE  NOWERS 

So  identified  by  Anthony  Wood  ;  lord  of  the  manor  of  Tackley, 
his  wife,  Joan,  perhaps  by  birth  an  Olney  ;  owned  land  also 
in  Churchill  in  the  year  1407-8 ;  and  Idbury  ;  d.  1425. 

Whole  length  recumbant  figure  lying  on  his  back,  the  head  resting 
on  a  bull's  head,  the  feet  against  a  greyhound  ;  pointed  helmet, 
the  face  uncovered  showing  moustache,  cleft  chin,  and  very  big 
nose  ;  gorget  of  mail,  the  whole  body  covered  in  plate  armour, 
the  tunic  edged  with  a  fleur-de-lis  pattern ;  the  hands,  in  iron 
gauntlets,  are  joined  in  prayer  on  his  breast ;  he  wears  a  heavy 
belt,  but  there  is  now  no  trace  of  sword  or  dagger,  nor  of  the 
coat  of  arms  on  his  breast.    Stone,  with  traces  of  coloured  paint. 

{Cathedral,  Tomb  in  the  north  aisle  of  the  Chancel.) 

The  description  of  this  tomb  included  by  Gutch  in  the  appendix  to 
Wood  is  taken  from  Browne  Willis's  Survey  of  the  Cathedral 
published  in  1730.  There  it  is  said  to  be  the  tomb  of  Sir  Henry 
de  Bathe,  justice  of  the  King's  Bench,  who  died  in  1261.  This 
890.3  B 
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identification  Gutch  justly  rejects  ^  on  the  ground  that  no  judge 
would  be  represented  on  his  tomb  in  armour.  In  Wood's 
collections  for  his  History  of  the  City  the  figure  is  described 
but  not  named,  but  in  a  note  ^  Wood  asserts  his  belief  that  '  the 
monument  is  for  George  Nowers,  Knight,  Lord  of  Tackley  \  In 
his  notes  on  the  inscriptions  and  arms  in  Oxfordshire  churches  ^ 
occurs  the  following :  '  In  the  windows  of  the  house  of  Peter 
Aylworth  at  Tackley  (the  mannour  house)  ...  is  the  picture  of 
S''  Georg  Nowers  painted  in  his  armour  cap  a  pee,  a  dagger  on 
his  right  side,  a  sword  on  his  left,  a  bulls  head  couped  under  his 
head,  and  a  greyhound  couchant  at  his  feet — represented  just  as 
tis  in  the  church  of  S.  Frideswides  at  Ch.  Ch.  Oxon.  where  I 
suppose  he  was  buried.  D.  Georgius  Nowers,  miles,  obiit  an. 
m  cccc  XXV.''  This  figure  was  surrounded  by  coats  of  arms  of 
the  families  of  Nowers,  Coningsby,  and  Gower. 

The  identification  of  the  two  presentments  of  the  same  man  is 
confirmed  by  the  Visitation  of  Oxford  made  by  Richard  Lee, 
Portcullis,  in  1574.'*  He  notes  in  '  Cristes  Church  in  Oxon.  .  .  a 
fayr  tombe  with  all  these  armes  about  it  (the  arms  of  Nowers, 
Darcy,  D'amory,  Basset,  and  Lucy)  and  a  man  in  armor  with 
Newers  cote  on  his  brest  and  the  crest  under  his  hed,  very 
ancient  \  Rawlinson  in  his  account  of  Oxfordshire  Churches 
repeats  the  description  of  the  figure  in  Tackley  Manor  House 
window — and  in  his  account  of  the  parish  church  says  '  somewhere 
hereabouts  has  been  a  monument  for  Sir  George  Nowers  K*, 
sometime  Lord  of  his  manor  who  died  1425  .  .  .\  But  it  is 
very  improbable  that  a  second  similar  tomb  was  set  up  besides 
the  one  in  the  Cathedral. 

At  one  time  the  official  label  on  the  tomb  only  bore  the  words

Trelawny,  when  bishop  of  Winchester,  and  put  up  over  the 
entrance  to  the  Hall.

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The  statue  in  this  position  is  figured  as  under  a  taliernacle  in  a 
recessed  niche  with  a  drip-stone  over  it  in  Parker's  Handbook, 
1847,  p.  3.  It  was  replaced  by  the  late  Mr.  Bodley's  work, 
and  apparently  only  after  an  interval  found  its  present  home  on 
Tom  Tower,  in  1872.^  The  niche  where  it  now  stands  was 
empty  at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century,^  and  probably 
always  had  been.  The  figure  is  attributed  to  '  Francis  Bird  of 
Oxford  by  Gutch  in  one  of  his  interpolations  in  Wood's  account 
of  Christ  Church.  The  following  extracts  from  the  corre- 
spondence of  Dr.  Stratford  ^  (Canon  1703-29)  give  the  evidence 
for  its  being  the  work  of  another  artist ;  it  is  not,  however, 
perhaps  a  good  example  of  Gibbons's  work. 

1711,  July  2.  His  Lordship  [the  Bishop  of  Winchester]  was 
pleased  to  tell  me  that  he  had  employed  George  Clark  to  agree 
with  Gibbons  for  a  statue  of  Cardinal  Wolsey,  and  that  Gibbons 
had  sent  to  have  the  measure  of  the  niche.  I  suppose  his  Lord- 
ship means  that  over  the  great  gate  towards  the  street.  We 
will  get  the  statue  and  we  will  then  find  a  place  for  it,  but  I  am 
afraid  we  dare  not  put  any  statue  in  that  place  but  Henry  the 
Eighth  when  we  get  one.    p.  38. 

1711,  July  7.  The  Bishop  of  Winchester  has  agreed  with  Gibbons 
for  one  hundred  guineas  for  Wolsey's  statue  in  marble.  It  is  to 
be  placed  in  the  niche  that  is  in  the  passage  to  the  Hall  stairs. 
I  have  by  this  post  sent  up  the  dimensions  of  the  niche,    p.  38. 

1718-19,  February  28.  Cardinal  Wolsey's  statue  has  come  down 
and  a  very  fine  one  it  is,  but  we  think  it  is  made  to  look  the 
wrong  way.  It  looks  full  upon  Dr.  Lane's  lodgings.  If  the 
connoisseurs  prove  to  be  of  that  opinion  we  can  remedy  it  by 
making  it  change  place  with  Bishop  Fell's,    p.  249. 

These  extracts  would  appear  to  be  conclusive  as  to  the  attribution 
of  the  statue  to  Gibbons. 

But  so  early  as  1722  George  Vertue,  dealing  with  Francis  Bird, 
mentions  among  his  works  'the  Statue  of  Card.  Wolsey  at 
Ch.  Ch.  and  others'  (B.M.  MS.  Add.  23067,  p.  15). 

In  another  note  Vertue  mentions  that  Bird  worked  for  Gibbons 
for  some  years  from  about  1685,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  their 
association  lasted  till  1719.    (MS.  Add.  23076,  f.  23).

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Church,  and  was  replaced  in  the  Bodleian  Gallery  by  a  smaller 
picture  on  panel.  The  exchange,^  which  appears  to  have  been 
made  before  1725,  not  in  1769,  may  have  been  arranged  in  order 
to  secure  for  the  Gallery  a  portrait  of  the  same  size  as  the  other 
pictures  of  Founders.^  Wood  specially  notes  that  the  whole 
length  portrait  of  the  king  is  an  exception  to  the  series. 
Probably  also  the  whole  length,  which  in  all  the  early  guide  books 
figures  as  a  Holbein,  was  thought  to  be  more  appropriate  than 
the  smaller  panel  to  the  chief  place  in  the  largest  College  Hall 
in  Oxford.  The  portrait  now  in  the  Bodleian  is  very  likely  the 
work  of  Sampson  Strong,  the  painter  of  W olsey's  picture  on  a 
panel  of  practically  the  same  size  now  in  Christ  Church  Hall, 
which  was  paid  for  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  in  1610-11.

The  tomb  of  Bishop  Robert  King  was  originally  placed  in  the  north 
side  of  the  Choir,  but  about  1630  when  many  repairs  were  taken 
in  hand,  and  the  floor  of  the  Choir  was  paved  with  marble,  it  was 
moved  to  the  south  aisle  of  the  Choir  by  the  efforts  of  Henry 
and  John  King,  Students  and  Canons  of  the  House,  the  sons  of 
John  King,  Bishop  of  London,  and  collateral  descendants  of 
Bishop  Robert.  At  the  same  time  nearly  all  the  old  windows 
were  taken  down,  and  new  painted  windows  put  up  with  several 
scripture  stories  in  them  '  admirably  well  performed  by  the 
exquisite  hand  of  Abraham  van  Ling ...  in  1634.  Some  of  them 
were  put  up  at  the  sole  charge  of  the  House,  and  others  by  the 
persons  following,  viz.  .  .  .  Dr  King,  the  windows  in  the  south 
aile\^  In  1648  these  windows  were  all  taken  down  to  save 
them  from  *  utter  ruin  by  the  restless  and  never  to  be  satisfied

A  study  of  this  picture  reveals  a  perfect  Chinese  puzzle  of  in- 
compatibilities. In  order  to  reach  some  approximate  date  we 
must  first  take  into  consideration  the  story  that  Dr.  Busby 
would  never  consent  to  be  painted :  that  after  his  death  his 
friends  had  a  cast  taken  of  his  features  from  which  a  crayon 
drawing  was  made  by  Henry  Tilson.  Thence  Robert  White  made 
his  print  upon  which  all  other  portraits  were  based.  This  state- 
ment has  acquired  a  special  importance  because  it  was  printed

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by  Dr.  Bliss  as  an  addition  to  Wood's  account  of  Busby  in  the 
Athenae^  and  the  significance  of  the  square  braci<ets  separating 
it  from  the  original  text  has  not  always  been  seen.  Part  of  the 
note  is  obviously  true.  The  cast  provided  the  model  for  Bird's 
monumental  effigy  in  Westminster  Abbey,  possibly  also  for 
Rysbrack's  bust,  and  for  White's  engraving.  But  it  does  not 
absolutely  follow  that  no  other  portrait  of  Busby  was  ever  in 
existence.  Similar  stories  are  not  infrequently  told,  for  example, 
to  explain  an  unusual  pose  in  a  portrait.^  The  portrait  of 
Busby  and  his  pupil  shows  certain  differences  from  White's 
print.  The  skull-cap  is  less  over  the  face,  the  hat  is  added,  the 
nose  is  slightly  more  acquiline,  the  moustache  is  very  thin, 
and  the  tuft  on  his  chin  is  extremely  small.  White's  head 
shows  deeper  lines  on  the  face,  the  mouth  depressed  by  want  of 
teeth,  distinctly  more  moustache,  and  a  short  beard  covering  the 
chin.  These  changes  from  the  original,  however,  could  easily  be 
made,  and  are  superficial,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
resemblance  to  White's  head  is  very  close. 

Turning  to  the  known  history  of  the  canvas,  it  is  entered  in  the 
catalogue  of  1770  as  '  Richard  Busby  DD  1656  by  Riley'.  In 
1775  it  was  engraved  by  J.  Watson  as  a  picture  by  Riley. 
Gutch  in  1790  describes  it  as  Dr.  Busby  '  by  Riley ;  sitting  in 
a  clerical  habit  and  broad  hat ;  and  one  of  his  Scholars  standing 
by  him '.  Thus  Riley's  name  has  become  attached  to  the 
picture,  but  apparently  must  be  discarded.  If  the  painting 
derives  from  the  death  mask,  his  authorship  is  impossible,  since 
Riley  (1645-91)  died  before  Busby.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  date  1656  is  not  a  misprint  for  Busby's  death-date,  1695, 
and  was  at  one  time  on  the  front  or  back  of  the  canvas  indi- 
cating the  date  of  painting,  Riley,  born  in  164)5,  was  too  young 
to  be  the  painter. 

The  name  of  Philip  Henry  (1631-96)  for  the  pupil  seems  first  to 
have  appeared  in  print  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Exhibition  of 
National  Portraits  in  1866.  It  is  possible  that  it  was  tradition- 
ally used  before  that,  but  it  is  not  given  in  the  Catalogues  of 
the  Christ  Church  pictures  of  1833  or  1857.  It  is  inadmissible 
on  grounds  of  date.  Even  if  the  picture  were  a  genuine  por- 
trait of  Busby  painted  in  1656,  Philip  Henry  would  be  much

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older  than  the  boy  here  depicted.  But  indeed  the  youth  hardly 
belongs  to  the  period  of  Busby  at  all,  and  his  appearance  and 
dress  ^  afford  the  strongest  available  evidence  for  the  late  date 
of  the  composition,  which  belongs,  most  probably,  to  the  first 
decade  of  the  eighteenth  century.

It  is  very  difficult  to  guess  at  the  identity  of  this  portrait  since 
the  dress  belongs  to  no  definite  period.  The  painting  appears 
to  belong  to  the  first  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century.  In 
Dr.  Stratford's  Correspondence  there  are  many  references  to 
Mr.  Charles  King,  who  was  often  at  Christ  Church,  somewhat 
eccentric,  but  evidently  valued  as  a  companion.  Dr.  Stratford 
left  a  portrait  of  this  friend  '  to  be  hung  up  in  the  Masters' 
Common  Room  \  Unless  the  oval  portrait  lettered  John  King, 
No.  145,  really  represents  Charles  King,  there  is  no  picture  in 
Christ  Church  that  can  be  so  identified  except  the  curious  one 
under  consideration.*  The  following  extracts  from  Dr.  Strat- 
ford's letters  may  concern  No.  110,  of  which,  if  the  identifica- 
tion is  correct.  Lord  Harley  wished  to  possess  a  copy.

Of  this 
picture  he  used  to  make  Worsdale  the  painter  make  copies  for 
three  or  four  guineas,  and  whenever  he  wished  to  pay  a  particular 
compliment  to  one  of  his  friends,  he  gave  him  an  original  picture 
of  Atterbury.  Of  these  originals  Worsdale  had  painted  five  or 
six.'  The  story  furnishes  fresh  evidence — if  it  were  needed — of 
the  multitude  of  copies  which  were  produced  in  the  early  eigh- 
teenth century,  (Hall.)

The  following  passages  from  Dr.  Stratford's  Correspondence  with 
Lord  Harley  refer  to  this  portrait  and  the  companion  one  of 
Lady  Henrietta. 

1713,  September  19.  *Your  Lordship  may  remember  that  when 
we  used  to  drink  Lady  Harriot's  health  at  Chi'ist  Church,  I  had 
a  promise  of  your  picture,  if  it  should  be  your  fortune  to  get 
the  prize.  I  do  not  desire,  but  insist,  to  have  the  promise  made 
good  to  me,  and  it  must  be  by  Sir  Godfrey,  and  as  well  as  he 
can  do  it,  and  as  soon  too.  Unless  it  may  be  convenient  to 
defer  it  till  a  star  may  be  drawn  on  the  coat ;  but  it  will  not  be 
delayed  long  I  suppose  on  that  account. 

1  The  signature  was  seen  and  copied  by  George  Vertue  when  he  examined 
the  portraits  in  the  Audit  Room,  Christ  Church,  in  October,  1740.  The  list  of 
these  pictures  occurs  in  a  MS.  now  at  Welbeck,  and  was  kindly  communicated 
to  me  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Goulding. 
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*  1714,  February.  Pray  be  pleased  to  think  of  going  to  Sir  Godfrey's 
for  my  picture,  I  have  a  design  too  on  my  Lady.' 

In  May,  1719,  the  portrait  of  Lord  Harley  was  to  be  seen  in 
Dr.  Stratford's  parlour.^ 

John  Morley  \vriting  to  Lord  Harley,  21  February  1715-16,  says

The  following  account  of  the  several  attempts  made  by  the  House 
to  obtain  a  satisfactory  portrait  of  Mr.  Gladstone  is  given  in 
Sir  John  Mowbray's  Seventy  Years  at  Westminster,  pp.  341-3 :  *  It 
was  suggested  that  Christ  Church  ought  to  possess  a  portrait  of 
Mr.  Gladstone  to  hang  in  the  Hall  amongst  the  other  illustrious 
sons  of  the  House  already  there  .  .  .  Funds  were  collected  and  a 
portrait  was  painted  by  Mr.  Watts.  It  was  shown  at  the  Gaudy 
in  June  1878,  and  hung  in  the  Hall  west  of  the  portrait  of 
Mr.  Canning.  The  picture  was  not  liked,  and  in  May  1879, 
the  Dean,  Dr.  Liddell,  took  it  back  to  Mr.  Watts  with  a  view 
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to  certain  alterations.  Mr.  Watts  painted  out  the  face,  and 
asked  Mr.  Gladstone  to  give  him  sittings  for  a  fresh  portrait. 
Mr.  Gladstone  refused,  but  said  Mr.  Watts  might  come  to 
Hawarden  and  paint  him  there.  In  the  end  the  picture  never 
came  back  to  Christ  Church,  and  Mr.  Watts  returned  the 
money.  The  task  was  then  confided  to  Mr.  W.  Richmond 
(now  Sir  W.  Richmond).  A  portrait  was  painted,  which  was 
shown  at  the  Grosvenor  Gallery  in  May  1882,  but  never  came  to 
Christ  Church :  it  was  described  by  Punch  as  "  Mr.  Gladstone, 
after  sweeping  his  own  chimney  with  a  sootahle  expression."" 
Sir  William  Richmond  returned  the  money.  Sir  John  Millais 
then  undertook  to  do  a  portrait,  and  Mr.  Gladstone  sat  to  him 
— but  Lord  Rosebery  secured  the  portrait.  Mr.  Gladstone  had 
said  that  it  was  the  last  time  he  would  sit ;  but  when  he  found 
that  Lord  Rosebery  and  not  Christ  Church  had  become  the 
owner  of  the  picture,  and  that  Sir  John  Millais  proposed  to  send 
a  replica  to  Oxford,  he  said  he  would  sit  once  more  for  Christ 
Church.  This  portrait,  therefore,  whidh  was  hung  in  Christ 
Church  Hall  on  October  15,  1885,  is  the  latest  portrait  painted 
of  Mr.  Gladstone.'  {Hall.)

NOTES  TO  THE  CHRIST  CHURCH  CATALOGUE 

I.  THE  AUDIT  ROOM  COLLECTION 
The  Audit  Room  or  House  was  a  large  room  on  the  first  floor  in  the 
buildings  on  the  site  of  part  of  the  present  house  of  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Hebrew.  It  was  the  place  where  in  summer  ^  at  least, 
the  canons  '  dined  and  made  up  their  accounts  '.^  The  Audit  Room 
was  a  depository  for  portraits  earlier,  apparently,  than  any  other  place 
in  Christ  Church.  In  1609-10,  the  Disbursement  Book  shows  the 
entry  of  a  payment  of  'twenty-six  shillings  for  ye  2  pictures  of  ye 
Bishops  of  Ely  and  London  for  ye  audit  house These  were  portraits 
of  Thomas  Ravis,  Bishop  of  London,  1 607-9,  and  of  Martin  Heton, 
Bishop  of  Ely,  1599-1609-  In  the  next  year  portraits  of  Cardinal 
Wolsey  and  of  Toby  Matthew  were  bought  for  £3  and  155.  respec- 
tively. In  1622-3  two  items  concern  'the  pictures'  in  the  Audit 
House,  and  in  l677  anew  map  costing  £3  was  acquired  to  hang  there. 
By  1725  a  large  number  of  portraits  were  collected  on  the  walls,'  and 
several  more  had  been  no  doubt  added  twenty  years  later  when  George 
Vertue,  in  1740,  made  the  second  hst  given  below.    In  1809  a  fire 

^  In  winter  they  dined  in  'the  little  Parlour',  no  doubt  the  room  attached  to 
the  Chapter  House,  where  also  there  were  portraits.

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broke  out  in  the  college  which  gutted  the  south-west  corner  of  the 
great  quadrangle  and  destroyed  the  Audit  Room.  It  has  been  thought 
that  the  portraits  preserved  there  perished  at  this  time.  But  an 
examination  of  the  hst  of  1740,  and  of  the  present  possessions  of  the 
House  placed  in  the  Hall  and  scattered  in  the  various  Lecture  rooms, 
shows  that  unless  the  Audit  Room  held  a  duplicate  collection,  which 
is  extremely  unlikely,  not  a  single  picture  is  missing. 

The  distribution  of  the  Audit  Room  pictures  indeed  took  place  long 
before  1809.  We  have  the  means  of  reaching  the  date  within  close 
limits.  In  Pointer's  Oxoniensis  Acadetnia,  dated  1749,  it  is  stated  that 
*  in  the  Audit-room  are  preserved  the  Pictures  of  most,  if  not  all,  the 
Deans  of  this  College '.^  The  English  Connoisseur  published  in  1766 
gives'^  a  list  of  the  portraits  in  Christ  Church  Hall  which  contains 
every  one  mentioned  by  Vertue  in  1740  as  hanging  in  the  Audit  Room, 
with  a  few  more.  The  agent  in  this  change  is  equally  obvious.  We 
know  from  several  sources  that  the  Hall  was  redecorated  by  Dr.  David 
Gregory,  partly  when  he  was  a  canon,  about  1750,  partly  also,  it  is 
probable,  during  his  tenure  of  the  Deanery  (1756-67).  He  was  the 
donor  of  the  busts  of  George  I  and  George  II ;  and  we  know  from 
a  MS.  note  in  the  Bodleian  copy  of  a  sketch  of  his  life,  that  he  hung 
the  portraits.^ 

One  point  arising  out  of  Vertue' s  list  of  1725  is  worth  noticing.  In 
it  the  portrait  of  Henry  VIII,  then  in  the  Audit  Room,  is  described 
as  '  at  length '.  This  can  only  be  the  picture,  presumably  painted  by 
John  Taylor  (No.  24),  for  the  Schools  Gallery  in  l670,  which  Wood 
saw  there  and  specially  mentions  as  an  exception  in  the  series  of 
three-quarters  sized  portraits.  According  to  Gutch,  this  picture  (now 
in  the  Hall)  was  retransferred  to  Christ  Church,  and  replaced  in  the 
Bodleian  Gallery  by  a  smaller  panel  portrait,  in  1 769.  With  Vertue' s 
list  before  us  we  must  antedate  the  exchange  by  more  than  forty 
years  and  place  it  before  1725.  It  seems  worth  while  to  print 
Vertue's  two  lists  as  they  stand  in  the  MSS.  A  third  incomplete  list 
was  communicated  to  him  in  1721  by  'Mr.  Tristram  of  Pembroke 
College ',  but  it  contributes  no  new  fact.

II.  PORTRAITS  IN  THE  *  LITTLE  PARLOURS  AND 
THE  CHAFrER  HOUSE 

I  understand  the  little  Parlour  referred  to  in  the  following  list  to 
be  the  room  connected  by  a  short  flight  of  stone  steps  up  from  the 
Chapter  House.  This  I  believe  to  be  the  room  *  where  the  canons 
dine  in  winter'  and  where  Dr.  Stratford  desired  some  of  his  bequest 
of  portraits  should  be  hung.  At  some  later  period,  before  1749,  the 
collection,  or  part  of  it,  seems  to  have  been  moved  into  the  inner  part 
of  the  Chapter  House  which  was  divided  off,  panelled,  and  furnished  as 
a  dining-room,  with  cellars  beneath  a  raised  floor.  This  can  be  dis- 
cerned from  Mackenzie's  drawing  in  Ackermann's  History.  The  list 
of  pictures  is  to  be  found  in  dutch's  Appendix  (p.  300).  Later  again, 
in  the  time  of  Dean  Liddell,  they  were  redistributed,  some  returned 
to  the  Little  Parlour,  where  they  now  are ;  some  placed  in  the  Ante- 
Hall,  Lecture  rooms,  and  Library. 

The  admirable  portrait  of  a  College  servant  by  Riley  which  goes 
by  the  name  of  the  Scullion,  now  in  the  Library,  No.  134,  is  first  heard 
of  in  1749.  The  Connoisseur  having  described  the  two  German  heads 
so  much  admired  by  Horace  Walpole,  as  then  hanging  in  the  old  Chapter 
House,  adds  '  In  a  butler's  pantry  within,  is  an  excellent  portrait  of 
a  man  in  a  cap,  with  a  dish  under  his  arm :  I  suppose  some  old  butler 
of  the  College.'  In  Gutch's  Appendix  compiled  some  forty  years  later, 
the  same  picture  is  said  to  be  over  the  door  of  the  Chapter  House 
'  a  portrait  of  an  old  Attendant  in  the  Chapter  House  in  the  time  of 
Dean  Aldrich  ;  painted  by  Riley,  three-quarters  length '.  These  two 
references  suggest  that  the  '  little  Parlour '  served  as  servants'  quarters 
when  the  inner  part  of  the  Chapter  House  was  used  as  a  Canon's 
dining-room.

HI.   NOTES  FROM  THE  WILL  OF  DR.  WILLIAM 

STRATFORD 

(P.  P.  C,  Abbott,  176.) 

The  executors  named  are  Robert  Friend  D.D.  Rector  of  Witney, 
and  John  Brooks  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  Gent. 

The  testator  leaves,  in  the  first  document  dated  1726,  £3,000  apiece 
to  his  nieces  Entwistle,  and  all  his  plate  and  boxes  of  gold  and  silver ; 
legacies  to  poor  vicarages  belonging  to  the  Chapter  of  Christ  Church  in 
Oxon.,  Berks.,  Yorks.,  and  Chester;  to  Christ  Church  Library  all 
books  not  already  there. 

In  a  codicil  dated  25  Jan.,  1727/8  he  bequeaths  £10  to  each  of  his 
sei-vants  for  mourning,  £200  'to  my  old  servant  Thomas  Wyatt', 
£200  each  'to  my  servants  Richard  Langford  and  Joseph  Farmer', 
£10  each  '^to  my  servants  Ethel  and  Susannah  Eatnel'. 

To  the  Dean  and  Chapter  '  my  gilt  communion  plate  for  the  use  of 
private  communions  which  may  be  in  that  society '. 

'  I  leave  to  the  same  Dr.  Samuel  Fell's  ^  and  Dr.  Aldrich's  ^  pictures 
to  be  hung  up  in  the  room  in  which  they  dine  in  winter.  I  leave  to 
the  same  Dr.  Robert  Friend's  ^  and  Dr.  Charles  King's  ^  pictures  to  be 
hung  up  in  the  Masters'  Common  Room.

Coke's  ®  and  the  two  pictures  in  the  Hall  of  the  manner  if  not  of  the 
hand  of  Hans  Holben  to  be  hung  up  in  the  New  Library,  or  some  of 
the  Cabinets  of  it  when  finished.^"  I  leave  Ai'chbishop  Laud's,  Arch- 
bishop Usher's,  Duns  Scotus',  Dr.  Kenelm  Digby's,  Sir  Thomas  Pope 
Blount's,  Archbishop  Chicheley's,  Archbishop  Juxon's  and  Bishop 
Sanderson's  pictures  to  Mrs.  Jodrell  daughter  of  Gilbert  Sheldon  or 
to  her  eldest  son  or  childs  daughter,  or  if  none  of  them  are  surviving

This  one  (now  in  Duke  Humphrey's  Library)  may  be  the  por- 
trait painted  for  the  College  in  1612-13,  for  which  £3  is  entered  in  the  accounts 
of  that  year.  > 

If  we  are  to  take  Warton's  description  of  the  five  portraits  in  College  literally 
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cap  ;  hair  cut  straight  across  his  forehead,  clean-shaven  face  ;  black 
satin  gown  ^  lined  and  turned  back  with  lynx  fur,  long  hanging 
sleeves  opening  above  the  elbow  where  the  fur  lining  is  visible  ; 
black  inner  dress  with  sleeves  to  the  wrist,  open  at  the  neck,  the 
collar  is  lined  with  white  worked  with  black  embroidery,  and 
from  it  hang  straight  ties  of  white  cord,  three  on  each  side ;  gold 
chain  round  shoulders  on  which  hangs  a  whistle  in  the  shape  of 
a  mermaid  ^ ;  his  r.  hand  holds  gloves,  his  1.  at  his  waist,  the 
thumb  thrust  into  his  girdle ;  rings  on  each  hand  ;  a  tablet  in 
a  red  frame  above  to  1.  displays  his  motto  (iuoD  tacitv  velis 
NEMiNi  DixERis;  below  to  1.  are  the  words  coll.  trin.  Panel 
45^  X  31^  in. 

On  the  black  frame  is  the  apparently  repainted  inscription 

THOMAS  POPE  MILES  DECESSIT  29  JANUARIS  ANNO  DNI  1558  AETATIS  50. 

The  oldest  portrait  in  the  College,  a  copy  from  the  portrait  at 
Tyttenhanger,  and  probably  the  picture  mentioned  in  the 
College  accounts  for  the  summer  of  1596,  when  7*.  lOd.  was 
paid  'for  a  box  and  for  the  carriage  of  a  portrait  of  the

Sir  Thomas  has  short  hair  cut  across  the  forehead,  clean-shaven 
face  ;  small  collar,  plate  armour  over  a  skirt  of  mail ;  sword  belt, 
his  sword  on  his  1.  side,  the  hilt  lost,  a  kidney  dagger  on  his  r. ; 
mitten  gauntlets  lie  beside  his  feet  which  rest  upon  a  griffin; 
both  hands  joined  in  prayer  on  his  breast. 

Lady  Pope  ^  has  a  French  hood  over  her  hair  which  is  puffed  out 
over  the  temples  ;  small  pleated  ruff  and  wrist  ruffles ;  over-dress 
with  standing  open  collar  and  hanging  sleeves,  inner  tight- 
fitting  sleeves  slashed  on  the  underside,  and  petticoat,  the  edge  of 
the  over-dress  trimmed  with  little  bows ;  girdle  with  hanging 
jewel  or  mirror  ;  a  line  of  jewels  across  the  breast ;  hands  joined 
in  prayer  on  her  breast ;  both  figures  wear  double  chains  round 
the  neck  with  crosses  suspended.^  Slight  traces  of  red  colour 
are  to  be  seen,  and  gilding  on  the  spurs,  dagger  hilt  and  straps. 
The  griffin  is  fully  painted. 

The  side  of  the  altar  tomb  bears  shields  of  arms  of  Pope  and  Pope 
impaling  the  arms  of  Blount,  Sutton  and  Wichard — shields 
which  belong  to  the  family  of  the  Foundress.^    At  the  west 
end  under  the  heads  of  the  effigies  are  small  figures  in  relief  of 
^Thomas  Pope  and  his  wife  standing,  holding  scrolls. 

The  history  of  this  tomb  must  be  given.  Sir  Thomas  Pope's 
first  *  wife,  Margaret  Townsend,  widow  of  Sir  Ralph  Dodmer, 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  died  after  two  and  a  half  years  of 
married  life  in  January  1539.  She  was  buried  with  her  child 
Alice  at  St.  Stephen's,  Walbrook,  where  her  husband  erected  a 
tomb  under  which  he  intended  that  his  own  body  should  also 
eventually  lie,  and  he  so  directed  his  executors  in  his  will.^ 
Stow  in  his  Survey  of  London  (ed.  1603)  gives  a  list  of  monu- 
ments to  various  persons  in  this  church  and  among  them  appears

1538.'^  Here 
twenty  years  after  his  wife,  Sir  Thomas  was  buried,  and  rested 
for  a  short  time,  although  apparently  the  date  of  his  death  was- 
not  added  to  the  inscription.  It  seems  probable  that  the  tomb 
not  only  bore  the  names  of  Sir  Thomas  and  his  wife,  but  alsa 
their  effigies.^  The  whole  monument  perished  in  the  Great  Fire,, 
but  it  was  not  destroyed  when  Elizabeth,  the  Founder's  second 
wife,  as  it  is  stated,  removed  his  body  and  Margaret's,  and  re- 
interred  them  in  a  vault  in  Trinity  Chapel.  This  event  took 
place  at  some  time  which  is,  strangely,  not  recorded,^  but  before 
1567,  when  the  fact  of  the  Founder's  tomb  existing  there  is- 
mentioned  in  the  College  accounts.  It  is  at  least  certain  that 
Elizabeth  herself  after  twenty  years  of  a  third  widowhood,*  in 
November  1593,  was  buried  in  the  same  vault  beside  Sir  Thomas,, 
according  to  the  instructions  contained  in  her  will.^ 
The  inscription  on  the  Chapel  monument  is  as  follows,  beginning 
behind  the  heads  of  the  figures  and  ending  at  their  feet :  '  Hie 
jacent  corpora  Thome  Pope  militis  |  Fundatoris  hujus  Collegii 
Trinitat.  et  diiai^L  Elizabethe  et  Margarete  uxorum  eius  qui

A  portrait  by  Dr.  Daniel  Whitby,  Fellow  of  the  College  in  1664, 
D.D.  in  1672,  and  chaplain  to  Bishop  Seth  Ward,  who  died  in 
1726,  seems  to  have  been  presented  to  the  College  by  H.  J. 
Combs,  of  4  Laurence  Pountney  Hill,  in  1844.  It  was  said  to 
have  been  in  the  family  of  Dr.  Whitby  for  upwards  of  sixty 
years.^

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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  collection  of  pictures  preserved  in  the  Lodgings  at  St. 
John's  College  claims  a  few  words  of  special  notice.  Here  alone 
among  College  houses  complete  inventories  of  the  paintings  were 
periodically  made.  In  all  six  lists  remain.  They  are  dated  17S8, 
1742,  1744!-8,  1748-57,  1767,  and  1872.  Hence  it  is  possible  to 
learn  how  the  collection  grew.  One  must  not  look  chiefly  for 
local  history  or  associations.  The  most  remarkable  portraits 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  College  or  Avith  Oxford  ;  they 
have  been  brought  together  and  preserved  on  other,  almost  acci- 
dental, grounds.  The  group  of  strictly  college  portraits — i.e.  the 
Founder,  his  sister,  and  a  few  of  the  very  distinguished  men  who 
have  held  the  office  of  President — existing  at  the  beginning  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  had  lost  all  names  and  individuality  when 
the  first  inventory  of  them  was  drawn  up  on  the  death  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  Delaune,  in  1728.^  In  a  list  of  fifteen  only  King  Charles  I 
was  recognized.  Dr.  Holmes,  who  followed,  made,  in  1742,  a  care- 
ful schedule  ^  of  the  whole  collection,  which  by  that  year  had  been 
greatly  augmented  by  him.  He  denoted  by  initials  those  pictures 
which  'belong  to  the  College',  and  those  which  he  had  acquired, 
and  intended  to  give  to  the  College  *  for  the  use  of  my  Succes- 
sors \  Here  some  of  the  college  portraits,  as  Juxon,  Buckeridge, 
and  Mews,  are  identified.  Other  names,  such  as  Colonel  Neville 
and  the  Duchess  of  Queensberry  are  obviously  the  designations 
given  to  the  pictures,  with  or  without  authority,  when  they  came 
to  St.  John's.  The  difficulty  of  sorting  the  portraits  into  cate- 
gories in  regard  to  provenance  is  increased  because  Dr.  Holmes 
left  to  the  Lodgings  by  his  will,  besides  the  heads  of  the  Founder,

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Laud,  Mews,  Juxon,  and  a  bust  of  Laud,  only  the  pictures  then 
hanging  on  the  staircase.  The  rest  of  his  acquisitions,  and  among 
them  some  of  the  most  interesting  in  the  house,  were  bought  in 
by  Dr.  Derham,  his  successor,  and  by  him  bestowed  upon  the 
College.  But  Dr.  Holmes,  as  Dr.  Derham  points  out,^  confused 
his  own  and  College  property  in  the  case  of  the  small  heads  of 
Laud,  Mews,  and  Juxon,  and  bequeathed  to  the  Lodgings  pic- 
tures which  were  already  in  the  possession  of  the  President  for  the 
time  being. 

Dr.  Holmes  was  a  friend  and  correspondent  of  that  very  loyal 
member  of  St.  John's,  Dr.  Rawlinson.  He  apparently  shared  the 
latter''s  taste  for  pictures  and  picture  buying,  and  often  acted  as 
the  channel  by  which  Rawlinson  sent  his  many  gifts  to  the 
University,  one  of  which,  indeed,  he  seems  to  have  intercepted. 
Some  letters  from  Dr.  Holmes  to  Dr.  Rawlinson  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Bodleian,  and  the  passages  relating  to  pictures  are  worth 
quoting  in  full. 

'Oxon  June  22  1734  .  .  .  Yesterday  I  received  ye  pictures  and 
two  boxes  of  books,  by  ye  Barge  for  which  I  return  you  thanks. 
Such  books  as  shall  be  of  use  there  I  will  put  into  Bodley,  and 
ye  pictures  into  ye  Gallery  if  you  approve  of  it ;  only  ye  Lady, 
if  she  bears  no  particular  relation  to  ye  University,  I  beg  of  you 
for  my  own  use.  I  must  further  desire  of  you  ye  names  of  ye 
persons,  which  I  propose  to  affix  in  shields  at  ye  bottom  of  ye 
frames.'  ^ 

'  Oxon  July  1735  ...  As  for  y(;  pourtraits  you  are  so  kind  as  to 
mention,  what  I  fancied  most  was  ye  picture  of  an  old  man,  a 
half  piece  upon  board  at  ye  lower  end  of  ye  inmost  ropm.  But 
as  I  am  furnishing  a  staircase,  anything  you  refusYl  will  be 
acceptable  .  .  .'  ^

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pos'd  of  ye  pictures.  Dr.  Butler  ^  will  take  an  opportunity  of 
returning  you  ye  thanks  of  his  College  for  ye  picture  presented 
to  them  which  they  received  with  great  pleasure.  The  Vice  Ch"^  ^ 
Avou'd  have  wrote  to  you  a  letter  of  thanks  for  ye  two  pictures 
given  to  the  Gallery,  but  upon  my  telling  him  it  was  not  expected 
he  desires  me  to  make  his  compliments  and  to  thank  you  ...  Yr  own 
picture  ^  is  put  into  Dr.  Fisher's  *  hands  upon  an  assurance  that  it 
shall  be  dispos'd  of  in  one  of  ye  Studies  in  ye  Gallery  according 
to  yr  directions.  Ye  two  books  you  sent  with  ye  pictures  are 
put  into  Dr.  Derham's  ^  hands  for  ye  College  Library  .  .  .'^ 

To  the  association  to  which  these  letters  are  witness  the  College 
owes  in  all  likelihood  its  choicest  pictures.  Anne  of  Cleves  is 
the  kind  of  portrait  that  tempted  Rawlinson,  and  it  is  probable 
that  she  is  the  lady  that  Dr.  Holmes  begged  for  his  own  use, 
'  if  she  bears  no  particular  relation  to  the  University '.  *  The  old 
man,  a  half  piece  on  board ',  may  similarly  be  the  unnamed  panel 
by  Cornelius  de  Zeeu.  In  any  case  these  portraits  were  acquired 
under  Dr.  Holmes's  presidency,  although  none  of  them  had  names 
till  long  afterwards. 

Rather  a  large  proportion  of  the  whole  collection  catalogued  in 
the  eighteenth  century  has  disappeared,  even  when  full  allowance 
is  made  for  changes  in  identification.  President  Fry's  inventory, 
made  in  1767,  mentions  as  hanging  on  the  northern  side  of  the  great 
staircase  whole-length  paintings  of  King  George  the  first.  Queen 
Mary  the  second,  and  in  the  dining-room,  a  whole  length  of '  John 
Taylor,  Esq.'  by  Pine,  and  a  half  length  by  Wilson  of  'William 
Vanderstegen,  Esq.'  Over  the  door  was  a  portrait  of  the  Earl  of 
Lichfield."^  None  of  these  can  now  be  traced.  The  royal  por- 
traits were  part  of  the  Holmes  bequest,  and  it  is  extraordinary 
that  such  comparatively  modern  canvases  should  have  completely 
vanished.    William  Vanderstegen  and  John  Taylor  were  under-

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graduates  of  the  College,  and  matriculated  in  1756  and  1761 
respectively.  The  latter  was  created  M.A.  in  1764,  received  a 
baronetcy  in  1778,  and  was  F.R.S.  He  owned  property — Lysson 
Hall — in  Jamaica,  and  died  there  in  1786.  His  portrait  by 
R.  E.  Pine  was  engraved  by  W.  Dickinson.  It  presented  him 
standing,  in  fancy  dress,  holding  a  plumed  hat."^  Perhaps  his 
son,  also  a  member  of  the  College,  obtained  that  it  should  be  ceded 
to  the  family.  Besides  these  '  the  head  of  a  General  in  Armour 
by  C.  Johnson  a  portrait  by  Eloas  Knight  of  the  Founder's 
sister,  Mrs,  Bridgman,  and  some  small  panels,  all  of  which  occur 
in  Dr.  Holmes's  inventory  in  1742,  are  most  to  be  regretted.

This  picture,  which  is  Flemish  of  the  Antwerp  School  of  Scoreel, 
was  no  doubt  acquired  by  Dr.  Holmes  with  no  local  associations. 
It  is  probably  the  'Half  piece  of  an  old  lady  upon  board'  in 
Dr.  Derham's  inventory  of  the  pictures  he  found  in  the  house 
in  1742.  On  a  loose  slip  in  the  book  containing  the  inventory  of 
1748,  the  only  portrait  named  among  subject  pictures,  it  appears

It  was  part  of  the  bequest  of  Dr.  Holmes,  which,  through  some 
accident  in  the  wording  of  his  will,  had  to  be  purchased  again 
for  the  College.  In  this  case  the  gift  was  made  by  the  mother 
of  the  President,  Dr.  William  Derham,  who  was  the  wife  of  Dr. 
Derham,  Canon  of  Windsor.  [{Presidenfs  Great  Parlour.)

sleeves  over  white  ones  ending  in  ruffles  at  the  wrist ;  her  neck  is 
covered  with  fine  cambric,  across  which  are  bands  of  gold  worked 
with  pearl ;  heavy  necklaces  and  chains  ;  her  1.  hand  at  her 
waist,  rings  on  the  first  and  third  fingers,  her  r.  holds  three  red 
carnations ;  dark  background ;  canopy  above.  Panel,  arched 
top,  19|  X  14^  in. 

Although  the  details  are  different  the  costume  in  this  picture 
somewhat  resembles  that  in  the  portrait  of  Anne  by  Holbein 
in  the  Louvre,  and  the  miniature  in  the  Salting  Collection, 
Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  painted  by  order  of  Henry  VIII 
while  negotiating  for  her  hand.  The  accessories  and  pose 
recall  some  portraits  by  Bartholomew  de  Bruyn  the  Elder  in  the 
Brussels  Museum  ;  but  the  style  displayed  in  No.  3  is  on  the 
whole  more  archaic. 

The  picture  Avas  acquired  by  Dr.  Holmes,  probably  through  the 
good  offices  of  Dr.  Rawlinson,  about  1734.  It  appears  in 
Dr.  Holmes's  account  of  the  Pictures  in  the  Lodgings  made  in

This  very  fine  portrait  fl,ppears  in  the  inventory  drawn  up  by 
Dr.  Derham,  about  1748,  as  '  elderly  man  in  a  gown,  sit- 
ting, h.l.'  It  is  not  in  the  earlier  list  made  by  Dr.  Holmes  in 
1742,  unless,  indeed,  it  figures  there  as  *^  piece  of  Bishop 
Fisher,  supposed',  a  picture  which  disappears  from  the  next 
inventory,  and  of  which  there  is  now  no  trace.  The  supposed 
Bishop  Fisher  was  acquired,  perhaps  through  Dr.  Rawlinson,  by 
Dr.  Holmes,  and  was  bequeathad  by  him  to  the  College.  The 
name  of  Sir  William  Cordell,  who  was  Visitor  and  a  benefactor 
to  St.  John's,  was  attached  to  the  portrait— No.  4— by  President 
Fry  in  1767  as  a  conjecture.  Since  Gutch  it  has  been  generally 
accepted,  though  Dean  Burgon  mentions  -it  doubtfully  in  1855. 
It  is  regrettable  that  an  identification  so  interesting  and  so  appro- 
priate cannot  be  left  unchallenged.  But  what  evidence  is  available 
is  against  it.  The  inscription  on  the  panel  implies  the  birth  of 
the  subject  in  1490.    The  date  of  Sir  William  Cordell's  birth

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has  not  been  found.  He  was  born  at  Long  Melford  in  Suffolk/ 
the  son  of  John  Cordell  (d.  1563  2)  and  Emme  Webbe  (d.  1554  3). 
His  wife  was  Mary  Clopton  (d.  1584 '^X  whose  mother,  Margaret 
Bozon,  was  born  in  1511.^  William  Cordell  is  said  to  have  been 
educated  at  Cambridge,^  was  admitted  to  Lincoln's  Inn  in  1538, 
and  called  to  the  bar  in  1544.  In  this  year  he  obtained  a  grant 
of  some  property  in  London,  and  his  signature  appears  on  an 
official  paper  showing  that  he  was  already  in  the  employment  of 
the  King."^  He  became  Solicitor-General  in  1553,  Master  of 
the  Rolls  in  1557,  Speaker  in  1571,  and  died  at  the  Rolls 
House  in  London  in  1581.  If  the  portrait  under  discussion 
represents  him,  and  he  was  born  in  1490,  it  will  be  noticed  that 
the  interval  between  his  birth  and  his  father's  death — seventy- 
three  years — is  unusually  long :  that  forty-eight  is  old  to  begin  a 
legal  career,  and  that  a  man  must  be  extraordinarily  vigorous 
to  become  speaker  at  eighty-one  ^  and  be  still  in  high  judicial 
office  at  ninety-one.  The  facts  known  about  the  parentage  of 
Lady  Cordell  add  to  the  difficulties  of  such  an  identification. 
If  her  mother  was  born  in  1511,  she  could  scarcely  have  seen 
the  light  before  1529  or  1530 ;  she  would  therefore  be  about 
forty  years  younger  than  her  husband.  We  know,  moreover, 
that  Sir  William's  next  brother,  Francis,  was  aged  forty-two  at 
Sir  William's  death  in  1581,  and  was  therefore  born  about  1540, 
fifty  years  later  than  the  subject  of  the  portrait,  and  that  his 
sister  and  heir,  Jane  Alington,  was  married  at  Easter,  1556, 
and  that  her  eldest  child  Avas  born  in  February,  1556-7.^  It  is 
therefore  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  family  of  John  and 
Emma  Cordell  belonged  to  a  generation  of,  at  earliest,  the  first 
quarter  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  Sir  William's  birth  must 
be  placed  about  1520-5,  some  thirty  years  after  that  of  the 
man  of  the  picture. 
Two  portraits  of  Sir  William  Cordell  exist  at  Long  Melford.  One,

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preserved  at  the  Hall  which  he  built,  shows  him  in  middle  life, 
with  a  short  face  and  red  beard.^  The  other  is  the  fine  figure 
on  his  tomb  in  the  church,  which  I  am  informed  ^  appears  to  be 
based  upon  the  painting,  but  is  without  a  beard.  The  difference 
in  the  age  represented  must  make  any  identification  attempted 
on  the  basis  of  resemblance  alone  purely  conjectural.  But  it  is 
worth  remark  that  the  monument  shows  Cordell  in  middle  age, 
which  confirms  the  inference  that  he  died  between  fifty  and  sixty 
years  old. 

The  name  of  the  accomplished  painter  of  this  portrait,  Cornelius 
de  Zeeu,  is  not  known  elsewhere  than  on  this  panel.  The  late 
M.  Henri  Hymans,  in  his  edition  of  Carel  van  Mander  s  Livre 
des  Peintres  (ii.  63),  points  out  that  '  de  Zeeu  ',  '  de  Zierickzee

painter,  but  a  Cornelius  Claeyes  was  a  painter  in  Bruges  in 
1542. 

A  Cornelius  de  Zeeu  of  an  earlier  generation  is  found  in  the  Gild 
in  1486,  and  his  burial  in  Antwerp  is  recorded  in  1538-9.  There 
is  also  found  a  '  franc  maitre  '  in  1558,  a  Cornelis  Jacob  alias 
de  Zeeu."*  Perhaps  he  was  a  painter,  and  the  artist  we  seek. 
But  no  one  of  these  clues  has  so  far  produced  completely  satis- 
factory results.  (Presidenfs  Dining-room.)

hands,  folded  in  front  of  her,  hold  the  strings  of  a  purse ;  dark- 
brown  background.    Panel  13^  x  9|  in. 

Formerly  supposed  to  represent  Queen  Elizabeth. 

Perhaps  concerning  this  picture  Dr.  Rawlinson  wrote,  February  3, 
1752,  'My  respects  to  the  Principal,  and  let  him  know  that 
I  have  sent  to  St.  John's  Q.  Bess  which  was  to  have  been 
Dr.  Jones'.  It  is  for  the  college  where  ever  they  please  to  put 
it.'^  The  letter  is  addressed  to  Humphrey  Owen,  Bodley's 
Librarian.  A  portrait  of  the  Queen  was  intended  by  Dr.  Raw- 
linson for  Jesus  College,  was  received  and  entered  in  the  Bodleian 
Register  as  such.  Whether  No.  5  is  that  picture,  or  whether 
one  of  the  fine  portraits  now  in  Jesus  College  Common  Room  is 
Rawlinson's  gift,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  determine.

This  picture,  which  has  clearly  nothing  to  do  with  English  his- 
torical portraiture,  is  included  in  Dr.  Derham's  list  of  1742, 
where  it  appears  next  to  the  head  of  Chaucer  as  '  another  head 
of  like  shape  and  size  \  It  is  marked  as  bought  from  the  Holmes 
collection  by  Dr.  Derham.  {Presidenfs  Great  Parlour.)

benefactor  to  the  City  of  Oxford  and  other  towns  ;  d.  1567. 

Three-quarters  length,  standing  slightly  to  1. ;  black  cap ;  white 
hair ;  clean-shaven  face ;  small  white  collar  with  gauffered  edge ; 
scarlet  civic  gown  edged  and  lined  with  broAvn  fur  over  black 
clothes ;  long  gold  chain  round  neck ;  his  r.  hand  holds  gloves, 
the  1.  at  his  waist,  the  thumb  in  his  girdle ;  coat  of  arms  with 
motto  AuxiLiuM  MEUM  A  DOMINO  above  to  1.   Panel  32|  x  25  in. 

The  black  frame  is  inscribed :  '  Thomas  White  Miles  Aldermanus 
Civitatis  London.  Fundator  Collegii  S*'*^  Johanis  Baptistae  et 
aulae  Gloucestrensis  Oxon.    Aiiis  et  honore  Plenus.  Obiit

It  is  very  difficult  to  determine  which  is  the  earlier  of  the  two 
panel  portraits  of  the  Founder  remaining  in  the  College.  The 
bursar's  accounts  ^  show  payments  '  for  renewing  our  Founder's 
Picture'  or  'flourishing  over'  or  mending  it  in  1583-4,  1599- 
1600,  1620-1, 1622-3, 1626-7,  1672-3,  besides  many  later  sums 
for  general  cleaning  and  repainting  of  the  pictures  in  the  Hall. 

It  seems  probable  that  this  three-quarters  length  panel  is  the 
earliest  possession  now  in  the  College,  referred  to  in  the  follow- 
ing:  1583-4  (Bursar's  accounts,  fo.  21  v..  First  term),  'Item 
to  the  Painter  for  renewinge  and  refreshinge  our  Founders  Picture 
and  to  the  Carryer  for  carrying  it  to  &  from  London  xviij.y.  ijcl' 
If  it  needed  restoration  it  had  presumably  been  in  existence  for 
some  years.  It  is  very  similar  to,  and  is  perhaps  contemporary 
with,  the  earliest  portrait  of  Sir  Thomas  White  in  the  Hall  of 
the  Merchant  Taylors  in  London,^  Avhich  was  in  the  possession 
of  the  Company  before  1609,  when  it  appears  in  an  inventory. 
The  London  picture  is,  however,  somewhat  bigger,  measuring 
44  X  34  in.  In  respect  of  size  the  College  portrait  is  nearer  to 
that  owned  by  the  City  of  Oxford,^  which  is  37^  x  29  in.  This 
was  painted  in  1597,  when  '  Sampson  *  the  paynter  Avas  paid  £3 
for  paynting  Sir  Thomas  White's  Picture',  and  is  clearly  l)ased 
on  the  same  original.  The  inscription  on  the  College  panel 
appears  also  in  the  Merchant  Taylors'  version,  and  it  occurs 
again  on  several  of  the  other  fifteen  copies  of  the  portrait  known. 
Dr.  Rawlinson  saw  it  in  the  Hall  of  the  President's  house,^  and 
his  copy  of  the  inscription  shows  slight  and  unimportant 
variants.*^  The  fact  that  for  renewing  and  refreshing  it  was 
sent  to  London  suggests  that  it  may  have  been  compared  with, 
and  added  to,  from  the  portrait  in  Merchant  Taylors'  Hall.

brown  fur  over  black  dress ;  gold  chain  over  shoulders ;  shield 
of  arms  above  to  1.  with  motto  auxilium  meum  a  domino.  Panel 
17|  X  14|  in. 

This  portrait  is  possibly  that  for  which  in  1580-1  one  Bettes  was 
paid  February  8  *  for  drawinge  the  counterfayte  of  our  founder, 
&  for  courtaines,  case,  roddes  of  iron  &  other  thinges  to  the 
same  \l.  iij*.  xjtZ.'  To  which  in  March  was  added,  '  For  painting 
the  leaves  of  our  founder's  picture  xijd'  Later  payments  occur 
for  a  chain  and  a  pair  of  hinges.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that 
the  curtains  first  used  to  protect  the  painting  were  replaced  by 
wooden  leaves  or  shutters.  The  head  has  been  '  restored '  too 
often  and  completely  to  allow  of  an  opinion  as  to  the  merit  of 
the  original  portrait.  There  were  several  painters  of  the  family 
of  Bettes  besides  the  distinguished  John,  who  died  ?1570.

Whole  length,  standing  slightly  to  1.,  on  an  oriental  carpet ;  black 
cap ;  short  white  hair ;  clean-shaven  face ;  small  white  collar 
with  gauffered  edge ;  red  civic  gown  lined  and  turned  back  with 
fur  over  full  black  tunic ;  gold  chain  hangs  round  his  shoulders 
almost  to  his  knees ;  his  r.  hand  rests  on  a  table  to  1.,  holding 
gloves,  his  1.  at  his  waist,  his  thumb  in  his  belt ;  curtain  and 
architectural  background.    Canvas  90  x  57  in. 

The  frame  is  decorated  with  the  arms  of  the  College,  and  with 
twenty-four  other  shields  of  arms  of  towns  to  which  he  left 
a  benefaction. 

Given  in  1692  by  Thomas  Rowney,  a  member  of  the  College,  and 
afterwards  M.P.  for  the  City.  Probably  a  copy,  perhaps  by 
John  Taylor,  of  the  portrait  ordered  on  May  7,  1674,  'to  be 
drawne  from  head  to  foot '  by  the  then  Master  of  the  Merchant 
Taylors'  Company,  the  painter  Robert  Mallory,  which  now  hangs 
in  the  library  of  their  new  school  buildings.  The  picture  in  the 
Bodleian  which  was  painted  about  1670  follows  the  older  three- 
quarters  length  model.  (Hall.) 

10  THE  SAME 

Eloas  Knight. 

Bust,  facing  the  spectator ;  black  cap ;  white  hair ;  clean-shaven 
face ;  small  white  open  collar  with  gauffered  edge ;  scarlet  gown 
edged  with  fur  over  black  clothes.    Canvas,  round,  19  x  19  in. 

I  have  failed  to  trace  the  painter  Eloas  Knight.    This  portrait  is 
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mentioned  with  a  companion  one  of  a  woman,  no  doubt  the 
Founder's  sister,  in  an  inventory  of  portraits  in  his  house,  by 
Dr.  Hohnes  in  1728.  At  that  time  the  identity  of  Mrs.  Bridge- 
man's  head  had  been  lost,  and  the  picture  has  since  disappeared. 
Dr.  Hohnes  bequeathed  a  portrait  of  the  Founder  with  the 
pictures  of  Archbishop's  Laud  and  Juxon  and  Bishop  Mew  '  for 
the  use  of  my  successors  in  the  Lodgings'.  This  bust  is 
apparently  the  picture  here  referred  to.^

A  close  reproduction  of  an  earlier  glass  picture  now  preserved  in 
fragments  in  the  Library.  The  head,  which  is  copied  from  the 
oil  portraits,  is  surrounded  by  small  panels  containing  coats  of 
arms  of  Laud  and  Juxon  dated  1633  and  1636.^

12  MRS.  MARY  BRIDGMAN 

Sister  of  Sir  Thomas  White,  wife  of  John  Bridgman,  bailiff  of  the 
City  of  Oxford  in  1531,  and  mother  of  Edward  Bridgman, 
Fellow  of  the  College,  who  died  in  All  Saints'  Parish  in  1568.^ 
It  was  in  her  hands  that  the  Founder,  at  his  death,  left  the 
various  gifts,  'utensils,  ornaments,  vestments,  copes,  crucifixes, 
etc.',  with  which  he  had  furnished  and  adorned  the  chapel,  but 
had  removed  at  the  Reformation.  These  her  daughter  Amy 
Leech  restored  to  the  College*;  d.  after  1567. 

Bust,  -almost  facing  the  spectator ;  large  white  head-dress  laid  in 
flat  folds  across  her  head ;  narrow  pleated  ruff ;  black  dress. 
Panel  15|  x  11^  in. 

This  portrait  has  probably  belonged  to  the  College  at  least  from 
the  time  of  the  subject's  children,  Edward  Bridgman  and  Mrs. 
Amy  Leech.  It  would  seem  to  be  '  a  lady's  head,  small,  upon 
board',  which  appears  in  Dr.  Holmes's  inventory  marked  as 
belonging  to  the  old  College  collection,  and  later  as  'An  antique 
lady's  head '.   Dr.  Holmes  was  evidently  ignorant  of  its  identity,

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as  he  catalogues  as  'a  lady's  head  in  a  round  black  frame,  by 
Eloas  Knight',  what  was  certainly  another  portrait  ot  Mrs. 
Bridgman,  now  lost,  a  companion  head  to  that  of  the  Founder 
by  the  same  painter,  Avhich  is  still  preserved.  It  is  a  tradition 
that  the  resemblance  between  Mrs.  Bridgman  and  her  brother 
was  so  close  that  she  served  as  a  model  for  his  many  portraits.

Bust,  almost  facing  the  spectator ;  round  black  cap ;  falling  lace 
rulF;  low-cut  black  dress  edged  inside  with  white  lace.  Canvas 
13^  X  11^  in. 

A  rough  copy  of  the  head  on  panel  in  the  Bodleian  Gallery,  called 
'Unknown  Lady  of  the  Sixteenth  Century',  over  which  was 
painted  until  1838,  when  the  pigment  was  cleaned  off,  a  fancy 
head  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots. 

The  identity  of  No.  13  with  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  is  not  generally 
accepted.  {Presidenfs  Great  Parlour.) 

14  JOHN  CASE 

B.  1539  (?) ;  Chorister  at  Christ  Church  and  New  College ;  Scholar 
of  St.  John's  College,  1564;  M.A.  and  Fellow,  1572;  M.D.  and 
Canon  of  Salisbury,  1589;  writer  on  philosophy,  author  of 
a  book  in  praise  of  music ;  a  very  popular  teacher  who  had 
a  following  of  *  scholars '  on  a  special  footing  in  his  own  house  ; 
d.  1600  (January  1599/1600). 

In  an  arched  niche,  a  kneeling  figure  in  profile  to  1. ;  hair  to  neck, 
long  beard  ;  big  hooked  nose  ;  close  ruff ;  gown  and  hood  over 
a  coat  with  a  tight  sleeve;  the  hands  joined  in  prayer;  a  desk 
with  book  to  1.  Stone,  the  figure  about  12  in.  high.  Traces 
of  colour  remain,  red  on  the  gown,  black  on  the  under  sleeve. 
Inscription  above :  casus  in  occasum  vergit,  vivitque  sepultus  ; 

below  :  JOHANNI  case  ...  23  JANUARII  A*^  1599  SANCTISSIME 
MORTUO,  UXOR  ELIZABETHA,  BARTHOLOM.  WARNER  GENER,  MATTHAEUS 
GWYNNE  CURATOR,  DOCTORES  MED.  PIAE  MEMORIAE  POSUERE.^ 

Wood  describes  the  figure  as  '  painted  to  the  life '.  The  monument 
was  formerly  against  the  south  wall  of  the  chapel.  In  the 
rebuilding  the  desk  and  the  pedestal  supporting  it  have  been 
badly  put  together,  the  lower  stone  of  the  latter  is  now  upside

down,  and  the  upper,  with  the  book,  is  turned  at  right  angles  to 
the  figure.  {Ante-chapel.) 

15  JOHN  CASE  ? 

(Plate  XIV.) 

Half  length  standing  slightly  to  1.,  behind  a  table  covered  with 
a  green  cloth,  upon  which  lies  a  diminutive  human  skeleton ; 
brown  hair,  clean-shaven  face;  black  skull  cap;  white  collar 
with  gauffered  edge  ;  black  gown  and  dress  ;  both  hands  hold 
a  half-open  MS.  book  before  him ;  tawny  brown  background  ; 
above  to  r.,  a  sand-glass,  to  1.  a  skull,  the  mottoes  quasi 
MoaiTURUs  VIVE  and  more  fluentis  aq.je  and  the  lines : 

'  WHAT  EARST  I  WAS  IS  GONE  AND  PAST 
THE  FLITING  STREME  NOT  HALFE  SO  FASTE  '  ; 

below  is  the  verse  : 

*  WE  HAVE  BENE  FLESH  AND  BLOODE,  WE  ARE  BUT  BONES 
AND  LIE  FOR  OTHER  (oTCr)  FLESH  TO  TAKE  THER  VIEWE

It  is  difficult  to  accept  without  hesitation  the  traditional  name  of 
this  portrait  in  view  of  the  marked  differences  of  feature  and 
outline  between  the  painted  face  and  the  face  of  the  monumental 
bust  put  up  by  the  subject's  widow  and  son-in-law.  The  former 
shows  a  clean-shaven  countenance  with  rather  small  flattish  nose, 
the  latter  a  big  nose  with  a  high  bridge,  and  a  long  full  beard. 
The  portrait,  however,  was  known  to  Hearne,  who  notes  in  July 
1716:  'The  Picture  of  John  Case  in  the  Inner  Library  of 
St.  John's  College.  Much  reading  about  it,  amongst  which  John 
Casus,  Philos.  Oxon.  ob.  an.  1599.'  ^  Another  portrait  of  Case 
was  painted  on  the  wall  of  the  Bodleian  Gallery,  which  may 
have  been  a  fancy  likeness,  but  was  put  up  in  the  lifetime  of 
Case's  contemporaries.  This  occurs  in  the  list  of  such  paintings 
made  by  Hearne,^  and  had  there  been  a  startling  want  of

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resemblance  between  the  two  portraits  it  would  have  been  like 
him  to  remark  upon  it.  Further,  Wood  records  that  a  picture 
of  Dr.  Case  '  did  hang  many  years  after  in  that  house  where  he 
died  V  and  since  his  step-daughter  married  a  fellow  of  St.  John's, 
the  College  would  be  the  natural  place  to  find  it.  Another  portrait 
then  '  in  my  chamber  in  College '  was  bequeathed  to  one  of  Case's 
scholars,  John  Huntley,  by  Henry  Price,  Fellow  of  St.  John's,  who 
died  February  20,  1600-1.^  Thus  four  portraits  have  existed. 
If  this  is  one  of  them,  we  must  suppose  that  it  was  painted  in 
middle  life,  and  that  the  emblems  of  mortality  on  the  panel  that 
usually  indicate  a  memorial  portrait,  have  reference  here  merely 
to  his  profession  as  a  doctor  of  medicine.^  It  appears  clear  that 
the  name  and  date  of  death  have  been  added  by  a  different  hand 
than  that  which  traced  the  letters  of  the  rest  of  the  inscriptions, 
and  the  date  is  wrongly  given,  though  it  shows  no  sign  of  restora- 
tion.* It  was  probably  added  at  some  time  when  the  College  pictures 
were  restored  and  '  flourished  over ',  after  Hearne  had  described 
it.  The  wills  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Case  are  preserved  in  the 
Archives  of  the  Chancellor's  Court,"  together  with  inventories  of 
their  respective  possessions  at  the  time  of  their  deaths.  Among 
these  are  a  number  of  pictures — unfortunately  not  described." 
Dr.  Case,  besides  his  more  substantial  legacy  to  the  College, 
makes  several  small  bequests  which  recall  the  '  much  reading ' 
on  this  portrait.  To  St.  John's  and  New  College  he  leaves 
pieces  of  plate  which  are  to  be  inscribed  Memorare  novissima ; 
to  friends,  posie  rings  with  the  motoes  Dead  yet  alive,  and 
Brevi  moiiendum  ;  and  he  directs  that  a  small  marble  stone  with 
some  verses  in  brass  should  be  fixed  on  the  wall  near  his  grave 
in  the  College  chapel."^ 

The  portrait  is  mentioned  in  the  inventories  of  pictures  in  the 
President's  house  in  1728  and  1748.  It  seems  to  have  been 
hung  in  the  College  Hall  sometime  before  the  middle  of  the 
nineteenth  century.

The  agreement  between  Bishop  Laud  and  Hubert  le  Sueur  ^  ot 
London,  sculptor,  to  '  make  and  cast  in  brass  the  statue  of  the 
King  six  foot  high  &  the  statue  of  the  queen  in  brass  likewise 
as  big  as  the  life'  before  Michaelmas  day  1634  Avas  signed 
May  2,  1633.  Laud  agreed  to  pay  £400  for  the  two  and  cost 
of  carriage  (Calendar  of  Domestic  State  Papers).  A  receipt  for 
the  second  payment  of  £200  was  signed  by  le  Sueur,  May  3, 
1634 ;  but  it  was  only  in  April  1636  that  £5  was  paid  by 
Dr.  Baylie  on  behalf  of  the  Archbishop  for  the  carriage  of  the 
statues  from  London.  They  must  have  been  put  in  their  places 
ready  for  the  royal  visit  at  that  date.

It  is  impossible  to  verify  this  statement,  but  it  seems 
that  the  version  copied  is  the  Latin  one.

This  portrait  has  been  tentatively  named  on  the  strength  of  two 
carpenters'  bills,  dated  1772,  preserved  in  the  College  muni- 
ments :  '  May  16,  A  Large  new  carv'd  Frame  in  Burnish  Gold 
To  Sir  W^  Maynards'  Picture,  ^4  14  6.'  *  Paid  for  Painting 
and  writing  under  Sir  W*"  Maynards'  Picture,  3/6.'  The  wig 
and  bands  are  of  the  period  of  William  and  Mary,  and  a  careful 
search  among  lists  of  Doctors  connected  with  the  College  of  this 
date  has  failed  to  suggest  any  person  more  likely  to  be  the 
subject  of  this  portrait  than  Maynard.  It  must  be  noted,  how- 
ever, that  there  is  no  record  of  Maynard's  receiving  a  Doctor's 
degree,  and  the  arms  surmounting  the  frame,  in  the  present  state 
of  restoration,  are  not  his.  But  official  evidence  of  the  higher 
degrees  are  occasionally  lacking,  as  in  the  case  of  Oliver  Gold- 
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smith's  D.C.L.,  which  has  been  sought  for  in  the  University 
Archives  in  vain.  With  regard  to  the  arms,  as  now  figured 
they  do  not  seem  to  be  a  recognizable  coat  at  all.  They  have 
proWbly  been  repainted,  but  are  possibly  a  travesty  of  the  arms 
of  the  Yorkshire  Maynards.-^ 

It  may  be  objected  that  the  carpenters'  bill  quoted  above  may  refer 
not  to  a  portrait  ofMaynard  but  to  the  picture  of  Bishop  Mews 
presented  hy  him.  The  present  writer  has  never  met  this  con- 
fusion in  similar  papers,  and  in  the  College  muniments  and 
other  sources  the  entries  so  worded  invariably  indicate  the 
subjects  of  pictures. 

It  would  be  tempting  to  suggest  as  possible  sitters  for  this 
portrait  Dr.  Sherard,  who  became  D.C.L.  in  1694  at  35,  or 
William  Brewster,  D.M.  in  1697  at  32.  But  there  is  no 
evidence  whatever  that  a  portrait  of  either  ever  existed  in 
College. 

This  portrait  was  in  the  Library  in  1785 ;  it  is  named  Dorrill  by 
the  Tourist.  {Hall.)

The  history  of  this  portrait  is  obscure.  In  the  College  muniments 
is  the  following  receipt :  *  Oct.  the  22  1730  Rec^  then  of  the 
Reverend  Dr  Thompson  the  sum  of  seventeen  pounds  seven 
shillings  for  a  half-length  pictuer  of  Dr  Woodruff,  and  for 
a  frame  and  loss  {sic\  in  full  of  all  accounts  to  St.  John's 
Collidge.  By  me  Thomas  Gibson.'  Dr.  Nathaniel  Thompson 
entered  St.  John's  in  1702,  aged  18.    He  became  D.C.L.  in

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1715,  and  was  Bursar  and  Rector  of  Sunningwell,  Berks.,  in 
1730.  The  frame  is  practically  identical  with  that  of  Dr. 
Gibbon's  portrait  presented  to  the  College  about  the  same  time, 
and  it  seems  probable  that  the  two  canvases  were  intended  as 
companion  pictures.  Two  items  for  the  carriage  of  pictures 
occur  in  the  accounts  for  1730-1.  It  is  unlikely  that  Dr. 
Scott,  who  was  only  10  years  old  in  1730,  can  have  made  a 
gift  to  the  College  in  that  year,  yet  his  name  was  attached  to 
the  portrait  of  Woodroffe  as  donor  so  early  as  Gutch's^  time.  It 
is  possible  that  the  portrait  paid  for  in  1730  perished  or  was 
removed,  and  that  Dr.  Scott  supplied  a  substitute.  If  so,  the 
size  and  frame  of  the  earlier  picture  must  have  been  copied. 
One  may  also  conjecture  that  the  inscriptions  recording  the  gift 
of  this  picture  and  of  Maynard's  have  been  transposed  in  some 
time  of  restoration.  {Hall.)

It 
was  weak  in  execution  and  ordinary  in  features — all  I  can  say  of

A  professor  might  despise  it ;  but  in  the  mental 
part,  I  have  never  seen  anything  of  Vandyke's  to  equal  it.

breast,  two  cherries  hang  at  her  1.  ear ;  behind  her  head, 
against  the  background,  is  the  frond  of  a  fern,  and  in  her  hair  is 
a  signet  ring  attached  by  a  red  ribbon  ;  her  r.  hand  holds  a  fan, 
her  1.  a  thistle  ;  dark  brown  background,  with  rose-coloured 
curtain  to  r. ;  inscribed  above  to  1.  ano  1590.    Panel  29  X  24  in. 

In  the  inventory  of  the  College  property  compiled  by  Dr.  Mansell 
about  1648  is  the  entry  among  pictures  in  the  Hall :  '  Queen 
EHzabeth's  Picture' — probably  this  panel.  Gutch  and  the 
Tourist  of  1785  saw  it  in  the  Library,  and  the  former  describes 
it  unmistakably,  '  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  half  length — on  board  ;

This  picture  w-as  in  the  Principal's  Lodgings  when  it  was  seen  by 
the  Toui'ist  of  1785  and  by  Gutch  in  1790.  The  latter  men- 
tions it  as  'a  half  length  some  time  a  whole  length'  and  'on 
board '.  The  Tourist  saw  it,  at  any  rate,  before  it  was  reduced 
to  its  present  size.  He  describes  it :  '  Queen  Elizabeth  in  a 
round,  red  hair,  crown  on  all  over  Pearl,  hands  on  hips,  very 
fine.'  Perhaps  the  picture,  which  has  at  some  time  been  trans- 
ferred from  a  panel  to  canvas,  was  further  cut  dov\  n  when  this 
was  done,  after  1790. 

It  may  have  come  to  the  College  from  Dr.  Rawlinson,  who 
scattered  his  gifts  over  many  Colleges.  In  one  of  the  Registers 
of  the  Bodleian  Library  occurs  a  note  under  date  February  5, 
1752,  '  Reed  [from  Dr.  Rawlinson]  a  Picture  of  Q.  Elizabeth  for 
Jesus  College  Library'.  In  a  letter  to  Humphrey  Owen, 
Bodley's  Librarian,  and  afterwards  Principal  of  the  College, 
Rawlinson  says,  on  February  3,  '  My  respects  to  the  Principal, 
and  let  him  know  that  I  have  sent  to  St.  John's  Q.  Bess  which 
was  to  have  been  Dr.  Jones'.' ^  Whether  Dr.  Rawlinson  relented, 
and  sent  his  gift  to  Jesus  College  after  all  I  have  not  been  able 
to  discover.  No  picture  now  in  St.  John's  should  have  been 
mistaken  for  a  portrait  of  the  Queen,  but  there  is, in  the

Jane,  b.  about  1525,  daughter  of  Thomas  Griffith,  and  wife  of  John 
Wynn  Thelwall  of  Bathafarn  Park,  Denbighshire ;  the  mother 
of  ten  sons  and  four  daughters ;  d.  1585.

she  has  reddish-brown  hair,  and  wears  a  black  broad-brimmed 
hat,  a  large  pleated  horizontal  ruff,  and  deep  lace-edged  turned- 
back  cuffs  ;  black  dress,  the  bodice  cut  square,  and  filled  in  with 
w  hite  linen  ;  double  gold  chain  round  her  shoulders,  bracelets 
on  both  wrists,  a  ring  on  the  thumb  of  her  r.  hand  in  which  she 
holds  a  book  against  her  w^aist,  a  finger  between  the  leaves ;  her 
1.  hand  rests  upon  the  shoulder  of  the  child  at  her  side.  It 
has  fair  hair  falling  to  shoulders,  deep  lace  collar  and  cuffs ; 
a  dark  green  jacket  trimmed  with  gold  and  belted  at  the  waist, 
and  a  dull  purple  skirt  to  the  ground  hiding  the  feet ;  its  r. 
hand  offers  carnations  to  the  lady ;  the  1.  holds  a  white  plumed 
hat ;  architectural  background ;  through  an  opening  to  r.  is  seen 
a  view  of  water,  trees,  and  wooded  hills.    Canvas  84  x  42^  in. 

The  picture  was  named  as  above  by  Ackermann  in  1811,  and  when 
Sir  George  Scharf  examined  it  in  1860  he  found  it  inscribed 
* Eubulus Thellwall  et  Mater  ejus:  ille  A.S.  1621  electus  princi- 
palis Collegii ;  variis  structuris  munificenter  auxit\  This 
would  appear  to  be  an  early  though  probably  not  a  contemporary 
inscription.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  point  out  that  the 
suggested  identities  cannot  be  regarded  with  any  certainty. 
The  future  benefactor  and  Principal  was  the  fifth  son  of  his 
parents'  marriage,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  reason  why 
he  should  have  been  selected  to  be  painted  with  his  mother. 
The  eldest  son,  John,  would  be  the  more  probable  sitter.  The 
costume  of  the  lady  belongs  more  naturally  to  the  early  years 
of  the  seventeenth  century  than  to  the  last' quarter  of  the  six- 
teenth, though,  since  Elizabethan  fashions  were  no  more  rigid 
than  those  of  the  present  day,  it  is  unwise  to  dogmatize.  It 
may,  however,  be  noted  that  in  a  later  generation  the  same 
names  were  oddly  repeated.  John  Thelwall,  the  third  of  the 
name  m  succession,  of  Bathafarn  Park  and  Plas  Coch,  who  died, 
aged  79,  in  1664,  married  Jane,  daughter  of  Edward  Morgan, 
of  Golden  Grove  in  Tegeingl.  Their  second  son  was  Eubule. 
He  became  a  barrister  of  Gray's  Inn,  and  married  Mary,  the 
heiress  of  John  Parry  of  Nantclwyd.^    This  Eubule  might  well

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have  been  eight  years  old  (the  apparent  age  of  the  child)  in  1618, 
to  which  date  about  the  picture  could  preferably  be  assigned! 
Confusion  of  identities  in  portraits  preserved  in  country  houses 
is  common,  and  it  is  easy  to  understand  how  this  double  portrait 
of  members  of  a  later  generation  might  come  to  be  thought  to 
represent  the  Jesus  College  benefactor  and  his  mother. 
Sir  Bevis  Thelwall  is  named  as  a  cousin  of  the  painters  Gheeraerdts 
and  De  Critz  in  wills  of  members  of  the  family,  specially 
that  of  Henry  Wheler  of  London  which  is  dated  1636  [PPC. 
Harvey  47].  This  connexion  suggests  a  possible  painter  of

which  supports  the  wrist ;  architectural  and  curtain  background  ; 
to  r.  landscape  view  through  a  window  on  the  ledge  of  which  are 
seen  the  crown  and  orb  ;  inscribed  c.  r,  1636.    Canvas  95  x  58  in. 

Bequeathed  to  the  College  by  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins  in  1685. 

A  closely  similar  picture  hangs  in  St.  George's  Hall,  Windsor 
Castle.  It  has  practically  the  same  measurements,  and  is  inscribed 

Nobility  of  Powys  hadog,  hi.  359,  iv.  312  fF.  Dwnn's  Visitation  of  Wales,  ii.  336, 
attaches  Sir  Eubule  the  Principal  to  a  dilFerent  branch  of  the  family. 
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with  a  crowned  c.  r.,  the  same  date,  1636,^  and  the  signature 
of  Van  Dyck.  Mr.  Ernest  Law  -  states  that  the  crowned  initials 
indicate  a  painting  intended  for  the  royal  collection.  Mr.  Cast 
says^  of  this  picture:  *The  Windsor  portrait  is  perhaps  the 
most  admirable  as  a  mere  portrait  among  Van  Dyck's  present- 
ments of  the  King.'  It  was  sold  by  the  Parliament  in  1649  for 
£60  and  recovered  at  the  Restoration. 

Vei-sions  are  rare.  Mr.  Law  mentions  one  at  Woburn  Abbey, 
another  at  Lambeth,  other  than  modern  copies.  The  Woburn 
canvas,  described  by  Sir  George  Scharf,'^  is  somewhat  shorter  and 
does  not  appear  to  bear  the  King's  initials.  The  inference  is 
fair  that  the  Jesus  College  portrait  was  once  in  the  King's 
possession,  and  was  perhaps  given  to  Sir  Leoline  by  Charles  II 
in  recognition  of  his  services  in  recovering  from  France  the 
English  property  of  Queen  Henrietta  Maria  about  1679-80. 

It  is  clear  that  Sir  Leoline  was  a  collector,  and  in  all  probability 
other  pictures  reached  the  College  from  him  besides  those  that 
are  known  to  have  done  so.  His  own  and  Dr.  Mansell's  no 
doubt  had  this  provenance.  An  entry  in  the  accounts  1684-5 
gives  the  cost  of  '  fraight '  of  his  books  and  pictures,  £5 ;  another 
in  1687  records  the  payment  to  '  Mr  Powell  of  £10.  7.  4  for 
a  guilt  frame,  &  setting  up  King  Charles  ye  firsts  Picture  '.^ 

In  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  portrait  was  in  the  '  great 
dining  room '  of  the  Lodgings,*^  with  those  of  Sir  Leoline,  Sir 
Eubule  Thelwall,  and  Queen  Elizabeth  in  an  oval. 

At  that  time  the  only  paintings  in  the  Hall  were  the  large  picture 
of  Elizabeth  on  canvas,  and  one  of  the  portraits  of  Sir  Leoline. 
The  rest  of  the  collection  was  in  the  Library.

It  is  mentioned  by  Pointer  in  1749,  p.  109,  as  in  the 
Lodgings,  and  as  '  highly  commended 
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fastened  with  jewels  down  the  front  over  full  white  shirt  which 
shows  between  the  jewels ;  the  tunic  has  short  sleeves  scarcely 
leaching  the  elbow,  below  which  are  the  white  sleeves  of  the 
shirt,  tied  at  the  wrist  with  a  bunch  of  red  velvet  ribbon ;  grey- 
blue  drapery  passes  over  his  1.  shoulder  to  his  r.  hip,  upon  which 
his  r.  hand  rests  at  his  waist ;  the  1.  hand  is  not  seen ;  back- 
ground of  overhanging  rock,  beyond  which  to  1.  is  a  distant 
landscape.

It  has  not  been  found  possil)le  to  identify  this  portrait.  The 
Tourist  who  visited  Oxford  in  1785  ^  calls  it  Henry  Duke  of 
Gloucester,  so  presumably  that  name  must  have  been  attached 
to  it.  But  the  Tourist  is  not  a  sufficiently  good  guide,  nor  were 
the  tablets  in  the  eighteenth  century  sufficiently  correct,  to 
warrant  our  accepting  this  assumption  in  view  of  tlie  want  of 
likeness  here  shown  to  other  portraits  of  the  duke,  which  display 
strong  Stuart  characteristics.  Moreover,  the  picture  would 
appear  to  have  been  painted  between  1640  and  1650,  when  the 
duke,  born  in  1639,  Avould  have  been  much  too  young.  After 
the  Restoration  the  clothes  he  wears  would  have  been  out  of 
date. 

A  tradition  has  lingered  in  the  College  connecting  the  portrait 
with  a  member  of  the  Pembroke  family.  Two  sons  of  Philip, 
the  fourth  earl,  matriculated  in  1638  at  Jesus  College,  James, 
the  second  of  the  name  in  the  generation,  born  about  1623,  and 
John  born  about  1625.-  They  were  created  M.A.  together  in 
April  1648 ;  both  entered  Parliament,  and  died  respectively  in 
1676  and  1659.  James  is  said  to  have  lived  at  Binsey,  Oxford.^ 
As  a  neighbour  he  may  have  kept  up  an  interest  in  his  old 
College,  and  given  his  portrait  to  the  Society.

The  portrait  first  appears  in  the  College  accounts  in  1686,  when 
the  '  Limner '  ^  was  paid  £S  15s.  *  for  two  guilt  frames  for 
S"^  Leoline  and  Dr  Mansells""  pictures'.  This  suggests  that  it 
came  as  a  bequest  with  other  pictures  from  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins. 
In  his  appendix  to  Wood,  1790,  Gutch  mentions  as  then  in  the 
Library  the  portrait  of  Dr.  Francis  Mansell,  '  in  doctors'*  robes, 
half  length  \  The  identity  of  this  head  ^  is  confirmed  by  the 
small  figure  of  Mansell  among  benefactors  to  the  College  in 
Vertue's  engraving  on  the  Oxford  Almanack  of  1740.  Here 
Mansell  is  seen  with  a  white  beard,  wearing  a  close  skull-cap, 
falling  collar,  and  black  gown,  giving  the  key  of  the  College,  on 
resigning  the  principalship,  to  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins.

This  is  presumably  the  canvas  mentioned  by  Gutch  as  with  the 
signature  of  H.  Tuer  upon  it.  It  was  in  1786  in  the  west  end 
of  the  Hall,  but  when  he  compiled  his  appendix,  in  1790,  '  the 
portrait  of  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins  ...  is  removed  into  the  great 
dining  Room  of  the  Principal's  Lodgings'.  Probably  it  re- 
turned to  the  Hall  with  the  large  portrait  of  Charles  I  by  Van 
Dyck  in  some  later  rearrangement.  Meanwhile  a  second  portrait 
had  come  from  Sir  Leoline's  bequest.  This  was  placed  in  the 
Library,  where  the  Tourist  and  Gutch  both  saw  it.  It  was 
framed  in  1686,  and  can  perhaps  be  identified  with  No.  19.

This  Lady  Fortescue  was  the  second  wife  of 
Lord  Fortescue  of  Credan,  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench,  and  D.C.L.  of  Oxford, 
1733,  and  was  married  in  1721.  She  was  the  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Robert 
Dormer  by  Mary  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Richard  Blake.  Sir  Richard  Blake 
may  have  been  of  the  kindred  of  the  Admiral.  He  was  probably  the  king's 
tailor  of  that  name  who  was  knighted  in  1675,  But  the  mention  of  ruff  and 
whiskers,  and  the  small  size  of  the  portrait  described,  suggests  that  it  was  a 
picture  of  Sir  Francis  Drake  masquerading  as  the  later  worthy,  as  did  so  many 
engravings  which  were  relettered  to  supply  the  great  demand  for  portraits  of 
Blake.  The  difficulty  of  finding  a  perfectly  authentic  portrait  of  the  Cromwellian 
Admiral  makes  it  worth  while  to  examine  all  pictures  that  pass  by  his  name. 
The  canvas  No.  24  cannot  be  accepted  without  hesitation.  It  was  published 
by  J.  Mollison  for  the  Society  for  the  Diffusion  of  Useful  Knowledge  in  the 
Gallery  of  Portraits,  No.  XXXVL  May  1835.

^  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  picture  may  be  connected  with  the  family 
of  Mary  Rudge,  the  mother  of  Francis  Wightwick,  of  Wombridge.  Of  her  rela- 
tions Mr.  Macleane  records  no  information,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  Rudge 
bequests  in  the  College.  A  possible  guess  is  that  the  group  represents  the 
family  of  Francis  Wightwick  (1683-1714.)  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Hancox.  In 
this  supposition  the  deceased  father,  Francis  (1653-95),  is  the  subject  of  the  por- 
trait on  the  wall.  The  young  man  leading  forward  a  lady  in  brown  might  be 
John,  the  only  son  who  married,  and  his  bride,  Elizabeth  Baker.  He  died  in 
1741.  The  young  lady  in  pink  might  be  the  daughter  Elizabeth  (d.  1736),  and  a 
friend  for  whom  a  name  is  not  forthcoming ;  in  the  foreground  the  figures  may 
be  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wightwick  (d,  1736)  and  a  sister  of  Francis,  who  might  be 
Granada  or  Anna  or  Elizabeth.  These  people  do  not  belong  particularly  to 
Wombridge,  but  the  picture  may  have  passed  to  that  branch  with  that  of  Hancox. 
The  number  of  early  deaths  in  this  generation  makes  this  very  possible,  See

^  Messrs.  Graves  and  Cronin  recognize  some  six  or  seven  versions  of  the 
National  Gallery  portrait,  but  apart  from  information  supplied  by  the  College 
they  knew  nothing  of  the  Pembroke  picture.  It  is  not  mentioned  in  Reynolds's 
Diary.  It  seems  extraordinary  that  when  Johnson  has  claimed  the  enthusiastic 
devotion  of  many  biographers  no  one  has  given  a  complete  and  systematic 
account  of  his  portraits,  since  Croker's  list,  valuable  as  it  is,  is  not  final  and  does 
not  mention  replicas.

This  finely-painted  head  has  been  named  William  Stocke,  whose 
presumed  date  of  birth  agrees  with  the  date  and  age  inscribed 
on  the  panel.  There  is  no  other  evidence  for  the  identification,, 
and  the  character  of  the  face  and  the  words  of  the  inscription 
do  not  appear  in  any  special  way  to  harmonize  with  the  facts 
of  Stocke's  career  as  we  know  them.  On  the  other  hand  no 
person  connected  with  Gloucester  Hall  seems  to  have  better 
claims. 

John  Bettes  has  been  suggested  as  possibly  the  painter  of  this 
portrait.  He,  or  some  member  of  his  family,  was  employed  by 
St.  John's  College  to  paint  a  posthumous  portrait  of  the  Founder,^ 
but  not  till  1580-1.2 

The  portrait,  which  has  at  some  time  been  cut  down  at  top  and 
bottom,  was  perhaps  the  work  of  a  miniature  painter.^  The 
lettering  in  its  present  form  does  not  appear  to  be  contemporary.

'  No  Principal  of  Gloucester  Hall  can  here  be  satisfactorily  identi- 
fied, and  the  Cataloguer  can  only  conjecture  that  the  portrait 
reached  the  College  with  the  effects  of  a  Principal  and  has  re- 
mained there  by  accident.  Benjamin  Woodroffe,  who  played  a 
large  part  in  reviving  the  Hall  at  the  end  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  was  an  Oxford  resident  with  a  house  in  Broad  Street. 
It  is  possible  that  the  picture  depicts  his  father,  Timothy 
Woodroffe,  who  entered  Balliol  in  1611  at  the  age  of  17.  He 
held  various  benefices,  was  a  preacher  in  Hereford  Cathedral, 
and  died  in  1677.  He  was  a  notable  person,  and  the  words  of 
praise  inscribed  on  the  canvas  would  seem  not  inappropriate  to 
his  character.  The  age  recorded  likewise  accords  quite  suffi- 
ciently with  the  age  of  Timothy  Woodroffe  calculated  from  his 
age  at  matriculation.

The  identity  of  this  portrait  has  been  questioned  because  an 
engraving  ad  vivum  by  Robert  White  of  Benjamin  Woodroffe 
does  not  much  resemble  it.  But  the  engraving  which  was  made 
as  a  frontispiece  to  Woodroffe''s  book  Examinis  Examinantvi 
Examen,  published  in  1700,  shows  an  old  face  where  the 
contours  are  changed  through  loss  of  teeth.  Allowing  for  this, 
and  for  the  difference  in  age,  a  comparison  of  the  two  heads 
reveals  likeness  enough  to  warrant  the  identification  :  especially 
as  the  appearance,  age,  and  dress  of  No.  6  fits  with  no  other 
person  associated  with  Gloucester  Hall.

By  special  resolution,  recorded  in  the  College  Register,  this  picture 
was  sent  to  R.  E.  Pine  of  Bath  to  copy. 

A  confused  story  is  told  by  the  Tourist  of  1785,^  who  declares  that 
Mr.  Pine  '  returned  them  a  picture  totally  unlike  the  original 
picture  being  tall  and  thin,^  this  rather  short  round  &  fat,  under 
it  the  following  inscription  ^  .  .  .  R.  E.  Pine  in  Bath  1774 : 
wh.  1.  in  a  purple  dress,  hair  like  a  wig,  sword  &  hat  in  his  left 
hand,  standing  surprised  at  the  Bust  of  Alfred,  a  most  shocking 
performance 

It  is  difficult  to  say  from  this  description,  which  tallies  very 
sufficiently  with  the  picture  we  now  see,  whether  Pine's  copy 
remains  or  not  in  the  possession  of  the  College.  If  the  work 
before  us  is  Pine's,  it  is  to  be  supposed  that  Dr.  Wanley  recalled 
his  gift.  The  motive  of  the  composition  is  perhaps  the  sight  of 
Alfred,  the  supposed  founder  of  the  University,  inspiring  Thomas 
Cookes  to  follow  his  example  and  found  Worcester  College.

Portraits  of  Byrom  Eaton  and  his  daughter  were  given  to  the 
College  in  1739  by  Mrs.  Mary  Moulden,  housekeeper  to  Mrs. 
Eaton.  An  unquestioned  picture  of  Miss  Eaton  hangs  in  the 
Hall,  and  No.  9  may  Avell  be  a  companion  portrait.  The  name 
of  Byrom  Eaton  has  of  recent  years,  however,  been  attached  to 
a  portrait  on  which  a  date  and  the  age  of  the  sitter  are  recorded. 
These  are  incompatible  with  the  facts  of  Dr.  Eaton's  life,  and 
the  identification  must  be  rejected.

In  Gutch's  time,  1790,  the  portrait  hung  in  *  the  Refectory He 
gives  the  long  inscription  in  the  same  form  as  Wood,  and  adds 
the  words  on  the  scroll :  '  Hac  in  luce  tuas  dispergam  Roma 
tenebras  sponte  ex  terris  ero,  sponte  sacrificium.''  It  will  be 
noticed  that  in  both  inscriptions  changes  have  been  introduced 
in  the  picture  as  we  see  it.  The  spelling  of  the  name  and  a  few 
other  words,  the  position  of  the  word  Martyr  in  the  long — torris 
for  terris  in  the  short — inscription  are  the  chief  instances.  It 
seems  clear  that  if  this  picture  is  not  a  fresh  copy  from  a  lost 
original  which  may  have  been  considered  too  decayed  to  preserve, 
it  has  been  very  extensively  restored  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
In  any  case,  a  canvas  portrait  would  not  be  contemporary  with 
the  subject.  It  is  based  upon  prints  to  be  found  in  Heroologia 
and  elsewhere  with  fresh  accessories. 
The  National  Portrait  Gallery  has  a  similar  picture  described  as 
an  old  copy  from  the  painting  at  Hertford  College.  It  was 
purchased  in  1910.

The  late  Mr.  S.  G.  Hamilton,  in  his  History  of  the  College 
(p,  160)  states  that  the  portraits  of  John  Meeke  and  Bishop 
Andrews  were  in  1820  *  in  a  study  adjoining  the  Library,  and 
perished  in  the  fire',  which  broke  out  in  Magdalen  Hall  on  the 
night  of  January  10,  1820.^ 

The  portrait  of  Dr.  White,  the  date  of  whose  benefaction  by  deed 
is  June  28,  1621,  remains,  therefore,  unaccounted  for.    He  was

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the  founder  of  the  Chair  of  Moral  Philosophy  in  the  University, 
and  a  portrait  of  him,  *  a  copy  by  Green  Junior  \  was  given  to 
the  Bodleian  Gallery  by  Dr.  Derham  in  1750.  The  lost  portrait 
from  Magdalen  Hall,  probably  burnt  with  the  other  two,  was 
perhaps  the  original  of  Green's  copy.^

NOTE  ON  THE  PORTRAIT  OF  TYNDALE 

After  the  note  on  the  portrait  of  Tyndale  was  printed  the  cataloguer  learnt 
from  the  annual  report  of  the  Bible  Society  for  1835  (kindly  communicated  to 
her  by  the  Rev.  N.  B.  Nash)  that  the  panel  in  their  possession  was  given  to  the 
Society  by  Dr.  Macbride,  Principal  of  Magdalen  Hall,  in  that  year,  as  a  copy  of 
the  portrait  in  the  Hall.  If  this  is  correct  it  would  seem  that  both  pictures  are 
copies  of  a  lost  original  as  suggested  on  p.  271.  But  it  is  also  possible  that  the 
panel  is  the  picture  given  to  Magdalen  Hall  in  1656,  and  it  may  have  been  painted 
about  that  date.  An  examination  of  it  shows  that  the  inscription  is  restored  or 
new.  It  is  on  a  separate  piece  of  material,  apparently  metal,  fixed  to  the  bottom 
of  the  panel  inside  the  frame.  The  words  correspond  exactly  with  those  on 
No.  1  in  this  list.

The  front 
part  was  owned  in  1772,  when  he  wrote,  by  Dr.  Ducarel  himself,  the  remainder 
making  offices  for  the  '  great  brick  house '  built  by  Ashmole,  adjoining  it.  This 
house— Ashmole's— then  or  later  called  Stamford  House,  was  about  1760  pur- 
chased of  some  of  Ashmole's  descendants  by  a  Mr.  John  Small,  and  it  afterwards 
passed  to  a  Mr.  T.  White.  Dr.  Ducarel's  house,  called  the  Turret  House,  was 
in  1851  in  the  possession  of  John  Miles  Thorne,  Esq.  It  is  possible  that  the  three 
portraits  here  catalogued  were  preserved  there  from  the  days  of  the  Tradescant's 
occupation.  But  since  in  all  his  careful  notes,  made  in  1772,  on  the  Trades- 
cants  and  their  portraits  in  the  Ashmolean,  Dr.  Ducarel  does  not  mention  them, 
their  history  is  not  quite  clear.
